But, now, God out of 
his infinite 4/doms and mercie found out a ranſome and mighty Re- 
deemer tor man (even ſo many as he had predeſtinated to (alvation) 
the Lord Jeſw Chriſt, the ſecond perſon in T rinitie, In whom, and 
by whom, even this promiſed ſced of the deceived woman, the Lord 
reſolved to repay and revenge Sara»: malice and miſchief to mar; 
promifing, that though Satan by man: fall had bruiſed the womens 
heel ; yet her ſeed the Lord Zeſiz {brift ſhould ( by a ſtrange way) 
break his had, even by his death be Satans death and deſtruRion. 
And hereupon the Lord God denounced an everlaſting combate 
and irreconcilible enmity between theſe two and their off. prin 

to the ead of the world, namely, (rift, and the r:ſtof the holy. ſeed 
of the woman, even all the ſucceeding Saints and choſer- children 
of Godin Chriſt : And, the Devill and his angels, even all the de- 
ſperate profane-ones and craftie hypocrites of the world , who 
ſhould from time to time, in all ages, molt malicioufly harbour in 
their hearts a narnrall antiparhs: againſt the godly to hate and de- 
ſpiſe them, and therewith alſo take pleaſure and deight in plotting 
and pradtiling all miſchief and villanie toward them, though (God 
in his wiſdom and mercie having ſo graciouſly ordered it )alwayes, 
for the moſt part, with il|-ſuccefke to themſelves in the iſſue : God, 
who is molt taithfull and able to perform, having promiſed to be 
with his Church, in a way of proteCtion and preſervation, even to 
the end of the world, Now thus you have briefly ſeen the combare 
decreed, and the combatants allo to maintain the Warfare : whereby 
the Church of God is put into a truly militant condition, and dai- 
ly conſtrained to exerciſe its ſpirituall 2ilitia (as the wicked do 
their Maliya againit them )and to bealwayes armed, not onely 
with the whole armour of God, ſpoken of by the Apoſtle, Epheſ.6, 
but alſo with worldly weapons and humane power and prudence 
to deſend themſelves and offend their enemies as God ſhall enable 
them. But if youask me, now, the cauſe ot theic quarrel], the rea- 
ſan and ground of the grudge arid clandeſtine hatred which the 
wicked of the world bear to the holy and humble Saints and ſer- 
van's of the Lord > Truly, the anſwer iscafic and at hand, yea the 
Apoſtle hath made it for me, who by way of argumentation asks 
himſelf the very ſame queſtion, touching (in and Abel, Where 
fore did Cain, who was of that wicked-one (the devill) kill his god] y 
brother eAbel ? Becauſe (faies he) hisown works were evill,and his 


| True rcligion, brothers righteous, Religion, innocent-relizion and rrue Holineſſe 
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is the great eye-ſore to the ungodly, and therefore (as the ſaid A- 
poſtle in the ſame place, ver, 13. ) maryell not that the world hates 


them. 

This, then, [ ſay, is the main-ground of the quarrell betwixt 
theſe two combitanty, which hot combuſtion and contention, as it 
hath been fiercely followed in all ages paſt, trom the beginning of 
the world, and will be {o rill the end thereof : So, it wasnever more 
miſchievouſly manifeſted to be ſo, than in theſe our dayes, I mean, 
for, atleaſt, theſe two or three hundred yeers laſt palt, co this pre- 
ſent time 3 and that, in all the parts of Europe, eſpecially by the 
Papiſts or Romiſh — as they call themſelves, againſt the 
Hugonices, in France, Latherans and Calvenifts in Germanie , and 
Proteſtants in England, Scotland, and Iveland ; and in brief, by the 
Romiſh «Antichrift, againſtthe Reformed-( briſftian in all parts. And 
the implacable rage of this arch-adverſarie of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
hath far tranſcended all the malice and miſchief of all former ages 
cruelties, both of the old Afyriavs and Philfbives to the ancient 
Iſraelites, or the laſt ten perlecmting heathen-Emperours tothe Pri- 
mitive-Chrittians, But, as in all choſe former ages, themore Satan, 
by his inipious <ge#r/and wicked inftruments, hath with inveterate 
vexations and extremeſt perſecutions mangled and maligned the 
people of God : So, the more propitiouſly God hath preferved and 
encreaſed them, hke innumerable Pherixe: rifing and reviving out 
of rheir dead aſhes, oy CO ; that old hegte, The blood of 
the Sainrs us the feed of the Church, This truth, in both irs branches 
hath been alſo moſt copiouſly confirmed intheſe our more modern 
times, and chiefly (I may well ay ) in this our Kingdom of Eng- 
land, among all the Nations of Europe /Gecraany onely and Ire- 
land excepted at this time for crwelrs-s but not for preſerv ations) 
which hath caſted the bitrer-drafts of Romes wrath in a deep mea- 
ſure 3 and yetthe more this Antichriftian encmic hath raged againſt 
Criſt and his faithtull ſervants, againſt the Goſpel and irs true 
profeſſors, the lefſe he hath prevailed ;and rhe more they have en- 
creaſed to the g/ory of God, and the terrour and amazement of the 
wicked of the world ; Their divelliſh and deſperate aymes having 
been deceived in the ifſue (as was toucht before) and God having 
faithfully pertormed his good word and promiſe to his Church 
and children to be with them, and for them, to the end of the world, 
And though he ſuffers them ( oft-times) to be cloſely and ftrialy 
hen? in ofrvall fides with great ſtraits and diftr-[[-7, yer their preare 
eſt meceſſiries have ever proved Godt faireſt and fitteſt opporturicies to 
be Jeeu in the Mount for their deliverance ; even then (I fay ) when 
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the enemie t t to have ſwallowed them up quick, without afl 
humane hope of redemption and redrefle. ar 6 even then, hath 
our good God alwayes(for the moſt part) plucked the prey outof 
their devouring jaws, broke the checks and teeth of the ungodly, 
and reſcued and recovered his darling ( the (Ywrch )trom the Ly- 
ons-den, their deſtinied deſtruRion, Which is the main ſcope and 
drift of our intentions , at this time, and in this Treatiſe, even to 
make clear to the eyes and underſtanding of all the world that will 
not wilfully blind them, and obſtinately ſhut them up from be- 
holding the evident ſun-ſhine of the truth, in the ſubſequent and 
moſt luculent demonſtrations thereof, in this Kingdom ot England 
after a ſpeciall manner, which, God bath gracioutly made the very 
Land-mark of all his rich mercies, to the everlaſting glory of his 
great Name, and free grace unto us, a moſt ſinfull and undeſerving 
Nation, as we have becn, and that in the midſt of fuch means and 
miracles of mercies which he hath conferred on us, and wrought 
for us, above all our neighbour Nations round about us, 

Now, herein, my purpoſe is ( omitting many former mercies to 
cur Land of high concernment, and molt worthy of everlaſting and 
indelible thankfull remembrance, as the ſhaking off of the eAnts- 
chriſtian ſhackles and yoke of Poperie, begun in the dayes- of King 
Henry the eighth and his moſt blefſed Son, King Edward the fixth, 
but eſpecially in the happie halcyon-dayes of Queen Elizaberhs 
reign, of ever moſt bleſſed memorie ; Since whoſe moſt bleſſed daics 
and times we have enjoyed the Goſpel of peace, and peace of the 
Goſpel, almoſt theſe hundred yeers ( and now are not ounely Pro- 
teſtants, but moſt blefſedly begin to be reformed Proteſtants ) not- 
withſtanding the many moſt nefarious & treacherous plots, againſt 
her ſacred perſon, happily deteated ; the falfly ſo termed, /nwin- 
cible SpariſheArmado,in 1558 and the moſt exorbitant and hell- 
batch't Powder=pler, by thoic Romith traytors, Garnet a grand- [c- 
ſuite and his twelve impious apoſtles, in the yeer, 1605, by heavens 
vigilanteye of providence timely prevented, together with many 
privateand pernicious conjurations or conſpiracies, not ſo much 
by forceas by fraud clandeltinely machinated, and by Gods mercie 
{ruitlefly atrempted ; enough to bll up voluminous T reatiſes , and 
infinitely to magnily eos erdlefle praiſes ; all which, I ſay, here, 
to omit, my purpoſe affd main intention is, as I fore promiſed (by 
the bleſſed alliance of Gods gracious Spirit )to manifeſt and @- 
clare to all { who vouchſafe the patient and impartiall peruſfall 
hereof ) all the memorable and wonder-ftriking Parliamentaric- 


mcrcies eficted for and afforded unto this our Engliſh Nation, 
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(manger the malice of Hell and Rome, Papi/ts, and profane Atheiſts, 
Satans ative and able agents) within the ſpace of leffe than three 
yeers laſt paſt, 1641, 1642, and 1643. 

And for the better and more cxa& ſetting forth of the moſt illu- 
ſtrious luſtre and glorious beautie of theſe incomparable parliamer.- 
tarie-pledger of Gods undoubted love and free favour toward us, my 
intentionis,fir{t,to ſhew my Reader,the clowdy- Mount ain of Straits, 
into which, the Lord had in his wiſdom and juſtice brought us, or 
rather ſuffercd us to be drawn and driven into for our fins & tranſ- 
greſſions; and then the ſweet and ſerene. Mountain of Alriies, 
wherein God was moſt glorioufly ſeen (of his meer mercie) for our 
moſt timely and happie deliverance, I mean, I ſay, to let the godly 
Reader ſee the deep diltreſſe and danger whereinto we were plunged 
by the nefarious and mwltifariows plots and projets of Zeſwiticall. 
Prieſts and perfidious Prelates ( tor I may moſt jultly couple and 
link them together, like Simeon and Lers, brothers in iniquitie ) of 
theſe our late and worſt times, and other moſt diſloyall atheiſtical]- 
agents in theſe deſperate delignes, all of them faithlefſe tators tor 
the See of Rome, all of them complotting and contriving to reduce 
us to theaccurſed Romiſh religion, yea all of them combining and 
confederating to work and weave our three famous and flouriſhing 
Kingdoms, England, Scotland and Ireland fatall and finall ruine 
and downfall. This being done, I ſhall endeavour, by Gods aſſilt- 
ance, moſt puntually to promulgate and moſt exaCtly to record, 
to poſteritie, thoſe even myriades of remarkable mercies conferred 
on us to ſtrange amazement and deep admiration of all eruly pious 
and faithfull Chriſtians, That thus, contraties being ſet together 
in an exatt Anticheſis or oppofition, they may both appwr the 
more apparently tothe eyes and underſtanding of ingenuous and 
judicious beholders ; that thus, I ſay, the dangers being ſeriouſly 
confidered and worthily weigheg, the mercies may the more glo- 
rioutly break forth, like the Suns glorious rayes and heart-cheering 
bright beams, after a thick and black cloudie fform and heart- 
damping tempeſt, and that thus, I ſay, the godly Reader rumina- 
ting -* recolle&ing Both in his ſad and ſerious re-cogitations, 
may juſtly and ingenuouſly acknowledge, that, God was in the 
Alonnt, tor our Depiverance, 

Now, herein, for my better and more methodicall proceeding 
intEis renowned Storie, I have reſolved to make our moſt famous 
and renowned Perliamentarie-Worthics firit Remonſtrance, (wher- 
in all our Kingdoms heavie preflures and oppreſlions are ſummarily 
and ſuccinAly evento thelite delineated ) my moſt worthily _-_ 
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table copie and patern to write by : but in theſe T intend to be as 
conciſe and brief, as conveniently may be, becauſe my chief a 
and reſolution is to haſten to the copious and comfortable narrati- 
on and deſcription of our Parliacmentarie- Mercies and Deliveran- 
ces, to the everlaſting glory and. precious praile of our great and 
good God, and that, at the rare and fair tight and cordial] contem- 
lation of them, the godly Reader may break out, into an extafie of 
poly and heavenly joy and ſay, with holy David, T,; ruly God ue 
good to 11s Engliſh Iſracl, and to all therein, of an upright heart, 

Wherefore, now, to pretermir all further ambages and circum- 
locutions, and toaddrefſe my ſelf (ſerioully to the matter intended, 
I ſhall firſt (with my moſt worthy- Maſters ) briefly declare the root 
and growth of their miſchievous delzgnes, and the rice of our dan- 
gerous eftate thereby.Secondly,the maturitie and ripenefſe to which 
the malignant partie had hatchet and cheriſhe ir, before the begin- 
ning of this Parliament. Thirdly, the efficacious means uſed for 
the eradicating and rooting up of this evill weed fo rank-grown in 
the garden of the Kingdom ; both by the Kings royall affiftance and 
Heavens blefling on the Parliaments great wiſdom, induftrie and 
providence, Fourthly, the bold affronts and audacious obſtrudti- 
ons and oppolitions to interrupt and check the Parliaments fair 
and faithtall progrefſe and proceedings therein all along, Fift hly, 
and laſtly, the ons jos. yh means uſed to annihilate and make 
void thoſe obltacles and impediments which fo retarded the fair fa- 
brick and comely ſtrufture of a happie reformation of thoſe {uper- 
fluous and rank-grown evils,and of redintegrating &re-eſtabliſbing 
the ancient honour and ſecuritie of this Crown and N ation.even by 
a Parliam:mntarie-power, the onely remedie left (under God) to prop=- 
up the tottering State, to force away our over-flowing fears, and to 
heal the mortall wounds and fores of our diltrefſed Land. 

Now the roor and rice of all the plot was found ty be a pernicious 
woven-knot of malignant aftive ſpirits combining and confeders- 
ting together for the ſupplanting and utter {itbvertivg ofthe funda. 
mentall Laws and principles of government, on which the religion 
and government of the Kingdom were firmly ettabliſht : And thoſe 
actors and promoters were firſt and principally, Jo/wired. Papiſts 
whoſe tceth had long watered for, and whole eager appetites had 
long hungred atter the ſubverſfion'of our Religion, Secondly, per. 
hdions and rotten-hearted Pre/ares and « Armin. portificiuas who 
miphiily(and malicionfly) cheriſhingformality,or contormiry and 
fuperitition,greeity alſo gaped utter a change inReligion,or at the 
lealt, 'he ontragiousloypporting of their Feclefraſticalluryranxic and

uſurpation.T hirdly, profane, irreligious, and even 4thciſtical! ( owr- 


thars,andC omneellors of Stare, who tor their own private & beggarly 
ends had engaged themſelves (as being, doubles, mercinarie penfocu- 
ers)to forrein Princes to the prejudice of then own natural king and 
the State at home, And, as you have ſeen the agents were potent and 
politick : So, the common principles by which they moulded and 


mazicall as prejudiciall. As, firſt, to work and win the King to ſtand 
ſiiflp to his K oyall-prevogative, and the people tor the maintenarce 
of their Prividedges and Libertzes, that thus they might have the ad- 
vantage by ſiding with the King againſt the S»byjet? , and fo to be 
counted his faſteſt friends and truſticſt ſervants,and thereby engreſſe 
to themſelves and their faitious confederates all places of greateſt 
rcuſtand power in the Kingdom ; that ſo they might the more (lafe- 
ly fiſo in rroubled Waters. Secondly, to ſuppreſle and iff: the ſacred 
pwritie and power of religion, and to curb and keep»under all of all 
degrees that were beſt affeRed to it, in profeſſion and pratti/e, theſe 
being ſore pearls in their eyes, and the greateſt impediments to that 
change which their voracious and eager appetites extremely long- 
ed and laboured to introduce amon us. T hicd! y 00 Comngenaice and 
encourage their own faſt fatian, and on all colourable occaſions, to 
diſgrace, vilifie,and diſhearten all the oppokte partie. Fourthly and 
laſtly, by flanders and falſe imputations to work the King to an ut- 
ter-diflike of Parliam-nes, and putting him on unult and forcible 
wayes of ſupply, yet masking them with fair pretences of great and 
juſt advantage to hisMajeltie, though indeed they brought more loſe 
than gain to him, and great diſtrefſe and diltrattions to the whole 
Kingdom. 

And thus you have ſummarily ſeen the Baſs or foundation of 
their building ; now be pleaſed with as much brevitic as may be , to 
behold what a fair fabrick and ſtately ſtrufture they raited and 
ereRed on it. And here by the way, take notice of this diftubive (e- 
menting-materiall, or bracing-piece conglutinating or holding falt 
the body of the whole enſuing frame; namely, that in all the com- 
paſted and conjoyned ligaments of this omizous-architefture, the 
Peſmites craftie counſell, and as wicked as wittic wilineffe was in- 
lead of a prime architeRor or Maſter Builder of the whole editice; 
and had they not all been(by Gods over-pow'ring providence) 
timely prevented, theſe Jeſwiticall> Artificers would undoubreciy 
have over- builded the Prelaticall-Labowrers, and inftead of a new, 
have pul'd down an old- houſe on the heads of all the reſt of thoſe 
as credulous, as accurſed co. operating ( arpinters or work-men with 
hem. ig tht oe Rebel] of ronkulins, And 
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And, now, in the firſt yeer of the Kings reign, their work began 
to be revived, and hotly to be fer upon agiin. For, it is here to be 
conlidered that in the laſt yeer ot King 7ames his reign it had been 
ſomewhat 4ampr and quaſht, buth by the breach with Spain, that 
yeer, as alſo by his Majelties martiage with France, whoſe people 
were not {o contrary unto, nor ſo hotly aQive againſt the good of 
Religion , and profperitie of this Kingdom as thoſe ot Spain; 
and beiides, the Papi/ts in England being more zcaloufly addifted 
and affe&ed (tor matter of Religion ) to Spain, than France; ) yet 
{till they retained a reſojution to weaken ihe Proteſtant-partie in all 
parts aiid places of Europe, yea, even in France, thereby to make 
way for an intended change at home, 

The firit cfte&t and evidence ot which their recoverie of (trength 
was the diſſolution of the firſt Parliament at Oxford, after two Sub- 
{idies granted, but no grievances removed, After which,many other 
bitter effc&ts of this bad beginning followed, or rather flowed and 
guſhed- out apace ; as namely,the lofle of Roche! Fleet, yea of Rochel 
it {-If (a lamentable evil to the French-Proreſtants) by themhappy 
help of our ſhips. T he diverfion of a moſt facile and ho | war 
from the ſt-Indi-s to a moſt expenſive and ſucceſſclefle atrempsx 
on ( ales, rather to make us weary of warie than proſperous in jt. 
The precipitate breach of peace with France, A peace concluded 
with Spain, without conſent of « Parliament, contrary to promiſe 
made by King 7-4mes to both Houſes, whereby the Palatine cauſe 
was ſhimetully deſerted by us. The Kingdom ſoon charged with 
billetted Souldiers, together with the concomitant projet of Gey- 
mane-hor{csto entorce men by fear to all arbitrarie taxations, The 
difſolution of a ſecond Partiamert, inthe lecond yeer of his Maje- 
{tes reign, after a declarative intention of granting five Subfidies. 
Violent exaQting the ſaid ſumme, or a ſumme equivalent to it, by a 
{ ommiſſion of Loan, Divers worthy gentlemen impriſoned for refu- 
ſing to pay it, Great ſummes ot money extorted from ſubjefts b 
Privie- Seals and Excite, The moit hopetull Petition of Righe blaſt. 
ed in the blofſome of it. A third Pan liamrent called, and as quickly 
broken, and therein Parliamentarie-pri waledges violated, by atterill- 
uſage of ſome of the beſt and worthielt Members thereof, who were 
clapt-up in clofe-impriſonment, denied all ordinarie and extraor- 
dinarie comtorts of this lite, and preſervation of health, no not fo 
much as their wives permitted to come unto them, yea deprived of 
{pirima!} conſolation for their ſouls, not ſuffering them to £0 to 
Gods Houle {or erjoyment of puvlick Ordinances, or godly Mini. 


ſters to come to them, but kept them tilt in this oppreſſive condi- 
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ion, not admitting them to be bailed according to Law. And this 
cmatetiiee have been perpetuall to chem and others , had not 
another Parliament been neceſſitated to relieve and releaſe them.

Upon the diſſolution of thoſe Parliaments, O what ſcandalous and — 
opprobrious Declarations were publiſhed to aſperſe and beſmear 
their proceedings, and ſome of their worthieſt Members, unjuſtly 
tomake them odious ; and the better to colour their exorbitant 
violenceexerciſed on them, Proclamations ſet out to thoſe effects, 
thereby allo extremely diſheartning the SubjeRs, yea and forbid- 
ding them once ſo much as to ſpeak of any mo Parliaments , this 


being in the fourth yeer of the Kings reign. Then, injuſtice, violeuce 
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and heavie oppreſſions, without all limits or moderation, brake-out 
upon the people, like unreliſtible floods guſhing out of a broken- 
down Dam or ſtoppage with huge inundations, checking, yea even 
choaking all our treedomes, and faſt fettering our free-born hearts 
with manacles and chains of moſt intolerable taxations, Witneſle, 
the mightie ſums of money gotten by that plot of Knighthood, 
under a fair colour of Law, bur, indeed, a meer violation of juſtice, 
Tonnage alſo and ag” ow without any pretext or co- 
lour of Law. The book of Rates inhanſed to an high proportion. 
A new and unheard of ( yet moſt heavie ) taxation over the whole 
Kingdom, by Ship-money ; Both theſe undera colour of guarding 
the Seas, by which there was charged on the Subje&t neer upon 

00. li, ſome yeers, and yet, Merchants conſtantly left naked to 
the violent robberies of Twrki/&-pirares, to the great lofſe of many 
fair Ships and much goods, and impriſonment of their bodies in 


moſt miſerable bonds of Twrkibſlaverie. The enlargement of For» | 


reſts, contrary to Magna ( harta, The exaftion of Coat and Cons 
du&-money, The forcible taking away of the Train'd band Arms, 
The deſperate deligne of Gunpowder engrofſed into their hands, 
and kept trom the SubjeR in the Tower of London, and not to be had 
thence, but at exceflive rates and prices. The deſtruftion of the For- 
reſt of Dean, that famous timber- Magazine or Store-houſe of the 
whole Kingdom, ſold to Papiſts, The canker-cating onopolies 
of Sope, Salt, Wine, Leather, Sea- cole, and almoſt all things in the 
Kingdom of moſt neceſſarie and common uſe. Reftyaint of Subjefts 
liberties in their habitations and trades, and other juſt intereſts ; to- 
gether with many other intolerable burthens which poore 1/achays 
ſhoulders were not able to bear, but grievouily to groan under (and 
which for brevities ſake I defire to paſſe over, as not being my main 
intention to infiſt on, but to haiten to our moſt happie deliverance 
fcom them) tor refuſall of which Fats heavie prefſures,O wha 
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numbers of his Majelties loyall Subjets have been vext with 
and confined to priſons, to 
health in many, of life in ſome; ſome having their 
houſes bruke-open, and their ſeized on, ſome interrupted in 
their Sea-yoyages, and their ſhips taken in an koſtile manner 
Projefors, as by a common enemie, T he Court of Star- Chamber 
having chiefly fomented and encreaſed theſe and ſuch like moſt ex 
travagant cenſures and moR unjuſt ſuits, both for the improvement 
of devouring Adenepolics, and of divers other cauſes wherein bath 
been none or very {mall offences, yea ſometimes for meer pretencey 
and ſurmiſes without any proofs, yet puniſh as ſeverely as foulett 
malefaftors,yea and that,in matters of Religion and fpicituall caſes 
of conſcience, for which the good SubjeR hath been gricvoudly 
oppreſſed by F ines, Impriſonments , ſtigmatizings , mutilations, 
whippings, pilloties, gaggs, conlinements., baniſhments, yea and 
that into perpetuall cloſe-impriſonments in the moſt delolate re- 
mote ( and as they aq and intended remorſkfle ) parts of the 
Kingdom, and that alſo, in ſuch rough and rigid manner, as bath 
not onely deprived them of the focieye of neerand dear triends,ex- 
crcife of their profeſſions, comfort of books, uſe of paper or ink, 
but even violating that ncerett-union which God hath eſtabliſhe 
twixt men and their wives and conſciences, others ſo over-awed, 
that they durkt not do their duties, Lawyers checkt for faithfulnefle 
to their Clients, and threatned, yea puniſhed for honeſtly tollows 
ing lawfull fits. The Privie Councill allo a mightie maintainer 
and proſecuter of il!epall-ſuits againſt the Snbjeft. The Court of 
Honour, ('hancery, Exchequere(, hamber, Court of Wards, and almott 
all other Eng/iſo- Courts have been exceeding grievous in their ex+ 
ceſlive juriſdidions, Titles of Honour,places of Judicature,Serjeant- 
ſhips at Law, and other vfhces of truſt have been fold for great ſums 
of money ; and they that buy muſt needs fell. And thereby alſo oc» 
cafion hath been given too frequently, of briberie, extortion, and 
artialitic, it being, indeed. ſeldome een m_ il-gotren ſhould 


be well-uſcd. Theie and ſuch like Land-devottvingenormities, have 


been countenanced and pradtiicd in our long: languiſting Com- 
mon-wealth. 

And if we look intothe courſe and carriage of things in the 
Church alſo, O how many impicties and irregularities have we, 
there, long beheld abonnding and {urrounding us. to the high dife 
honour of God, and diſgrace of true Religion! T he Biſhops and 
the reſt of the Pongtician or rotten-hearted Clergic and Arminian- 


fation, under pretence (forlooth) of peace,unitormigie and con- 
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formitie Have like {6 many firly Ceſays t in the chariots 
of their Sprrienall (Courts, by their ſaſpenfions, Excommunications, 
vations, and Degradations of divers painfull , learned and 
Paſtors of our Church, and in the vexatious and grievous 
grinding oppreſſions of great numbers of his Majefties good Sub- 
jects. In which caſes, the high Commiſſion. Courts pragmaticall 
pranks have been unſufferable; the ſharpnefſe and feveritie whereof 
grew to fuch an unlimited monſtrous growth, heizhth,and ftrengeh, 
as was not much unlike, and very little inferioar to the Rowiſh or 
Spani/ls Inquiſition yea and in many caſes, by the Archbiſhops ſu- 
per-ſaperlative power it was made much heavier, it being (as often 
anthey pleaſed ) aſſiſted and ftrengthened both by che furious power 
and authoritle of the Srar- Chamber and Comcitl Table, when the 
wrath and rape of their own-Conrts conldnot reach as highas their 
hatred extended rorhe utter wracking and worrying of rhe inno- 
centand holy lambes of Chriſt, whom indeed the world was not 
worthy of. Thisthey did both in Citiexand Countreys, extremely 
vexing and perplexing thoſe of the meaner ſorr, Tradeſmen and 
Artificery even to the deep impovetiſhing of many thouſands of 
them,and ſo aftlifting and troubling others with threats and expen- 
five ſuits, that numbers, to avoid theſe miſeries and miſchie- 
vous moleftations departed ont of the Kingdom, ſome into Holland, 
ſome into New England and other deſert and uninhabiced parts of 
America, thereby expofing thenifelves, their wives, children and 
eſtatesto the greardanger of winds aud waves by Sea, and many 
other inevitable hazards by Land. Thoſe pnely were held fitteſt for 
erments, at home, and obtained them ſooneſt who were molt 
officious and ſedujous to promote” and propagate idolatrie, ſuper - 
{tirion, innovations and profanenefſe, and were moft violent and 
virulent ſons of Belial in railing againtt and reviling godlinefſe and 
honeſtie. 

Now, all this while, alſo, the moſt publick and ſolemn ſermons 
ar Court before the King, were nothing elſe, for the moſt part, but 
either to advancethe Kings prerogative above Laws, and to beat- 
dowrv'the SabjeRs juſt propriety in theireſtate and goods, or full of 
ſuch like frothie kind of inveCtives, the onely way ( in thoſe dayes) 
ro get fat morſels, rich benefices, and Ecclefiaſticall preferments 
{the onely prey they ſonghr after) And thus alſo labonring (as the 
ſecond main part of their play)to make thoſe men odious to the 
King and State, who conſcientiouſly ſought to maintain Rc/igion, 
| Laws and liberties of the Kingdom ; and fuch men were ſace (ſtill) 

to be wrungand wreſted'out of their livings, if Minifters; And out 
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of the Commiſſion of peace, if of the gentrie, and all other places 
of imployment and gouee in the government of tke Common. 
wealth, Yea and thoſe few godly and religious Noble perſonages, 
which were of the privy-Councill, though Councellours in name, 
yet not in power or authority, onely uled at the Councill-board to 
execute and countenance, not to debate and deliberate-on their 
State reſolutions z nay, ſo far from being employed in any place of 
truſt and power that they were utterly negleCted, diſcountenanced, 
and on all occafions injured and oppreſſed by the reſt of the con- 
trary fation; which now was grown to that heighth and entirenes 
of power, that now they began to think- on the complete cataſtrophe 
and conſummating of the whole work, to their hearts defice, which 
ſtood on theſe three parts or pillars of confulon, 

Firſt, that the Government muſt be arbitrarie, ſet free from all 
limits of Law, both concerning perſons and eſtates. Secondly, that 
there muſt be an union and contormitie between Papiſts and Pro. 
r-ftants, both in dofrine, diſcipline and ceremonies, onely it muft 
not (yet) be called or counted Poprrie. Thirdly, Puritans ( under 
which name a!! that were zealous tor the Laws and Liberties of the 
Kingdom, and for the maintenance of Religion, in the power of it, 
were included) muſt be either rooted out of the Realm; by force, or 
drivenaway by fear : And thus now at aſt we have the tull dimen- 
ons, every way, of this 7 mag and molt pernicious plot. 

And could they poſſibly have digged deeper 2 or in humane a 
prehenſion and contrivement have tounded ir-ficmlier 2 Whatlh- 
ever worldly wit and wealth could do, whatſoever carnal} craft, 
power and policie could effe& was wholly tor them with full and 
copious concurrence, they now lecmed to carry all irrefiftibly be- 
fore them. And now nothing was wanting fully to finiſh the work, 
noſtone unturned, no Remyora to be removed , fave onely one; In 
which, God gave them the lie to their teeth , according to that of 
the Plalmiſt: Surely, men of low degree are vanity , and men of high 
degree are a he, ndborb to be laid in the ballan e, they are abognber 
lighter than vanity it ſelf. Such vanity, yea ſuch lying vanity theſe 
great-onces in their ſupercilious high-buijt hopes and bigg ſwoln 
timpanie of ambition, pride and pe:fidie, beganto be now render- 
ed by the wiſdome and mercie of our good God, This one rub, I 
fay, now to be remov*d, proved the main break-neck of their whole 
deligne, and «makes way for mine alſo, which is, to let you and all 
the world ſee moſt cleeily how heaven made theſe impious plotters 
fall by their own tolly and madnefſc, by their own cratt croſt all 
their lecret counſels and confederacies, and made their own invent- 
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ed miſchief work-outtheir own miſeries. According to that of the 
ſweet Singer of Iſracl , molt pertinent to this purpoſe. Behold he 
travelled With iniquitic , hath conceived miſchief, and brought forth 
falſbood. He made a pit, and delved it, and u fallen into the ditch which 
he made for others, his miſchief ſhall return upon hu own head , and his 
violent dealing ſpall fall upon his own pate While Gods dear Saints 
of England and Scotland eſcaped as birds ont of the ſnare of theſe 
Fowlers, and by Gods free grace and rich mercie found full and fair 
deliverance, Which, I ſay, is the main ſcope and principall aym of 
this our preſent hiſtory, For now, as they verily beleeved, they had 
made England their abſolute-affe to bear all theic back, yea, ſoul- 
breaking- burthens : So that they thought it molt fit, now, in'the 
Laſt place, to reduce Scotland to ſuch Romiſh-harmonie and con- 
formitie to embrace thoſe Pop: ſuperſtitions and innovations as 
mighe make them apt to joyn with Tay in that great change 
which they intended ; for, as for /relana, they were ſure enough to 
prevail there at their pleaſure, as tis too well known to us all, and 
to themſelves alſo by their late bloodie experience, which had been 
much more, had not God croſt their plot (there) alſo, and enabled 
usto help them, 

Whereupon our Church-Canons and a new-minted Liturgie 
(not the very ſame which is uſed with us in England, which, with 
our veſtures, geſtures, and ſuperititious ſervice- ceremonies, had t ezn 
abundantly enough to have vextthem ; but with moſt peſtilent Po- 
P:/5-additionals and unſufferable new inventions of the Arch pre« 
late of Canterbury. or ſome of his Remiſh-fattors framing, pur in, 
over and above ours. to make them ſtarke mad, (as it were) mu't be 
ſentunro them, and mt violestly obtruded on them; Both which, 
- ; inſtantly and ſtifly oppoſed, eſpecially when they conſidered 
and called to mind thoſe three rare gentlemen (as ſume imminent 
Scots have acknowledged who had been ſo lately and barharouſly 
abuſed on pillories in England ( but the 30"®, of a before; and 
this attempt on them, was in Auguſt immediately following ) for 
oppoling and writing againit thoſe and ſuch like Romifs fopperies; 
theic women in Scor/and being the firſt and forwardeft ſtourly to re- 
fiſt ſuch an uncouth and ftrange impoſition on them. Where, by the 
way, let me delire the godly Reader not to paſſe over this remark- 
ab'e paſſage ſlcightly, as 2 criviall thing. For, though this child of 
hope was, now, but in the e-brio and unpoliſhr conception, and as 
yethad no itrengch at all co bring torth a per feRt birch of deliver- 
ance tothem or usin the eye of the world; yet let us remember what

it did _ uſe to admit it among them. Whereupon, foule ca- 
lumnics and ſcoffs were caſt upon them in £ng/and, yea a Proclama- 
tion read in all Churches, calling and counting them Rebels and 
Traytors for thus reſiſting our Prelates moſt injurious impofitions 
on them zand an Armie was ſpeedily.raiſed at the Prelates inftiga- 
tion tocnforce them by fherce compulfion to obedience,and totake 
that yoke on their necks, for the of which ſaid army,our 
Prelates with the rotten- hearted Clergic and Papiſts were free

The noble and valiant Scots were thereupon conſtrained to do 
the like, in their own juſt defence, Bur, both Armies were 
met, and readie for a bloodie encounter, God who bath the hearts 
of Kings in his hands, by the honeſt and wholeſome councell of his 
Nobilitie, ſo wrought on the heart of our King, that ( maugre all 
the progging malice of the malignant-partie, then, about him) a 
fair and triendly Pacification was ſpeedily agreed on, and the King 
returned to London with much honour to himſelf and ſweet con- 
tent to 4/1, but thoſe that wiſheto have ruinated all, And now, telf 
me, did not God (here) beginto be ſeen in the Monnt for our deli- 
verance, in thus at the very firſt on-ſet of their divilliſh deſigne 
ping the intended current of Chriltian- bloodſhed, And as the hoty 
Prophet T awd ſweetly, The Lord bringeth the counſel of the withed 
to noug ht, and makrs their deviſes of none effeft, Bur the counſels of the 
Lord ſtand faſt for ever, , and the thoughts of bus heart to all genera 
riexs. 

This unexpeCted reconciliation was, I ſay, moſt welcome and 
acceptable to all the Kingdom except the malignant partie,wholike 
envious elves gnaſhed their teeth, and with malice gnawed ranco- 
rouſly on their own hearts, and theretore began again to ſpit yer 
wore cnvie and {pight out of their miſchievous mouthes againf 
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the Shorrand thishappie peace ; eſpecially William Land the Arch- 

ate of Canterbury, and the Earl of Straford, the twamonſtrous 

s of their faithleſſe fation, who [ ſay, began again mightily 
ro maligne and bitter]y to inveigh againſt the peace, and+o aggra- 
vate matters and exaſperate the Kings wrath againſt the proceed- 
ings of thoſe Peers that promoved it , making his Majeſty beleeve 
that it was a very diſhonourable peace, and difgracefu!l eo the 
Kingdom, inſomuch that the King forthwith prepareq again for 
war with them. And ſuch was their confidence or rather immarbled 
—_— that having (by all means fore-mentioned) corrupted 
a dittempered (ar leaf 5 they thought) the whole frame and go- 
vernment of the Kingdom, they now alfuy hoped to corrupt that 
fountain which was the onely means (underG od ) to reſtore all to 
a right frame and temper again, a Parliament 3 to which end, they 
perſwaded his Majeſtie to call one, but not to ſeek counſel of them, 
but to draw countenance and ſpplie from them, and to engage the 
whole Kingdom in their wicked quarrel, and ſo to make the miſ- 
chict and miſerie too, Nationall, In which mean time they conti- 
nued all their unjuſt levies of money, Cn ro make the 
Parliament pliane to their will, and (as the Prophet ſaid of the 
wicked in his dayes) to «ftabliſs miſchief by a law; or elſe to break 
it up agairrat their pleaſure, and to ſhift otherwiſe, as well as they 
could by colourable violence ( as formerly ) to go-on to take what 
might not be had with conſent. Now the ground alledged for the 
juftification of this war was this, namely, the unditifoll demands

dillemp-ers, to be thereupon impatient of any longer delayes, and 
very ſenlible of the dutieand truſt which belongs to them, ſome 
therefore, of the moſt eminent of them adventured to petition the 
King ( who beipg, now, at Terk, had there advanced his royall 
Standard, and gathered thither the cream of the whole Kingdom) 
yea and at ſuch a time too,when as ill- Counſellors were fo Power- 
full and prevalent with his Majeltie, that they had reaſon to ex 
more hazard to themſe]ves, than fair and facile redrefſes of thoſe 
palpable and publick evils for which they then interceded. Ar 
which time, alſo, of this Kingdoms deadly burning-fever or vio. 
lently ſhaking-ague of inteſtine miſeries and oppreſſions , the Scors 
having been Jong time reſtrained in their trades, impoveriſhed 
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licie of ſatisfying his Majeſtie by any Mked Supplication, wherein 
they had been long time tired, andeven quite wearied-our, being as 
frequently as fruitleſly denied thetr defites,and now art laſt fo tfun- 
up quite all doores of hope from them.) an armie marching to the 

ates of their Kingdom to force them to {laviſh ſubje&ion and obe- 
, "nvky They, hereupon, refolving to ſtand on their moſt juit de- 
ſence, and with their ſwords( fince words would not prevail ) to 
make their own paſſage, for audience, to the King ; with a ſtrong 
armie (as their Jaſt remedie) of Saints rather than Souldiers entred 
the Kingdom, and without any hoſtile a or ſpoil in the countrey, 
as they paſſed ſave onely (being affronted by ſome of the Kings 
armie) to force their paſſage over the Tyne at Newbwurn , neer New. 
caſtle, and had a fair cportunitie to preſſe on further upon the 
Kings armie, but that dutie and reverence to his Majeltie, and bro- 
therly love and true Chriſtian affe&tion to our Eng/iÞ Nation (ac- 
cording to the tenour ofa moſt excellent Declaration, printed and 
diſperſed over the Kingdom, immediately upon their cntring the 
Realm, intituled, The Scots mind and intention with their Armie; 
which gave great ſatisfaQtion therein)made them ſtay there, piouſly 
and patiently, as loving friends, not foes, voluntarily to wait and 
ſupplicate again to his Majeſtie at York, for juſtice in their inno- 
cent cauſe againſt their wicked enemies : Whereby the King had the 
better leaſure to entertain better Counſcll, according to thoſe No- 
ble Peers Petition alſo, fore mentioned , wherein the Lord our 
God, fo bleſſed him, that he ſummoned a great Councell of Peers, 
then at Tork, to meet together with him, on Sept. 24, 1640. The

Robert, and Prince Mawrice, with divers other Commanders, intended 
to have come from Holland bur after thee daies and three nights fors 
at Sea (not haying eaten or drunke in all that time) thoſe two Prinees 
were (in a fick and weak condition) landed in Holland againes; and 
this ſaid Ship (having left chem both tick there , and well had it been 
with them.ar.d with Fnglans too, had they there died)ſer to Sta again, 
but for Newcaſtle, but thus, by Gods goodneſle it was intercepted. 
Theſe ere. Shortly after the ſurpriſall of the Ship, His Majeſtic ſent a Meſſenger

Capraine $%5»%4/* from a friend of his ( but intercepted by the Earl) which he defired

the Paghancas. ſhould redouble his honour, and that Sir Fobn Pennington was gone to 
Yorke to make way for his preferment.

vered to the Ear! of Warwick, who ſent them to the Parliament. which 
Letters the Lords delivered to the Commons to conſider of, whether 
they ſhould be opened or not, Whereupon after ſome debate in che 
Houſe of Commons , It was refolyed upon the Queſtion , That they 
(hould be all opened by the Houſe, and referred roa Committee to be 
read and conlidered of, which was done accordingly : After the rea - 
og on which Letters by che Committee , they = report back to 
the Houſe, that they found no great matters of fecrecie or moment in 
them, whereupon they were all read in the Houſe of Commons, one 
of them being a Letter from the King tothe Quzen , informing her 
of His late procecdings,and how confident he was of obtaining Hull, 
and that he had ſo won the hearts of His SubjeRs, that there were 
ſcarce 4- itt a Countrey of a contrary mind unto him, & divers other 
fuch expreſsions, wiſhing Her to be carefull of ſending over of thoſe 
things He ſent for. Alſo another Letter from H1s Majeftie to Sir Wil 
liam Boſwell, Another from the Marqueſſe of Hartford io the Queen, 
Another to the Quzen from the Earl of 5outbbampton,and two or three 
other Letters ro Mr, Percie, &c.
